‘Tells Rotarians of Military Rail- 
| roading in France at Thurs- 
day's Meeting 


The meeting of the Rotary club on 
Thursday was of an usually interest- 
ing character, the address being given 
by Lt.-Col J, K. Cornwall, who told

|tary ratiroading in France, a subject

Stewart, the well-known Canadian 
railway contractor, It was soon found 
out that the systern of railway bulld 
ing with which the English engineers 
were familiar would not be satisfac- 
tory under war conditions where 
speed was the essential and where all 
work was more or less of a temporary 
character, and Sir.

\Sir Erle Geddes, to take complete 
‘eharge of transportation and he !n 
turn sought out the practical raft- 
roader in the person of Col, Stewart. 
The speaker described the work of

Col. Cornwall sald that in his opin- 
ifon the vast mafority of returned soft- 
diers were anxious to get back to 
work a# soon as nossible and they

Not For Archduke Joseph 
Paris, Aug. 14—Roumania in no- 
wise favors the installation of Arch- 
duke Joseph in power in Hungary, ac- 
cording to a declaration made to the 
Temps by Victor Antogesco, Rouman- 
fan minister here. 


“The Bucharest government has no 
reason for sympathy, either for the 
archduke personally, or the reaction- 
ary regime which he represents, M. 
Antonesco says. 

“Roumania certainly will not sup- 
port any government in Budapest 
which is not acceptable to the En- 
tente.” 

In discussing the alleged seizures 
of supplies in Hungary by Rouman- 
fan forces the minister says:— 

“The Roumanian army's requisi- 
tione do not nearly approach those of 
the Hungarians in Roumania during 
the war. Roumanian representatives 
in Budapest have received strict in- 
structions to examine this question 
in accord with Entente representa- 
tives.” 

M. Antonesco continued by saying 
that the “happy result” of Roumantia's 
intervention has been to permit al- 
Med and associated representatives to 
re-enter Budapest and the suppres- 
sion of Bolshevist propaganda. 

“I am gure,” he continued, “the al- 
lles will find our representatives de- 
voted and friendly collaborators, The 
bonds of unien between France and
